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BIENNIAL REPORT. 
. OF THE 
INSPECTORS OF THE ALABAMA PENITENTIARY FROM SEP- 
TEMBER 30,1880, TO SEPTEMBER 30, 1882. 


To His Excellency, R. W. Cobb, 
Governor of Alabama: 


We respectfully transmit the tabular statement and ‘the ac- 
count showing the revenue derived from the labor of convicts em- 
ployed under contract as required of us by law. We also here- 
with submit the reports of the warden, physician and chaplains. 

During a controversy between the former warden and the con- 
tractors as to an agreement to make certain contracts, and pend- 
ing a litigation between the present warden and said contractors 
as to the validity of certain contracts, there was great neglect and 
disregard of the rules and regulations adopted for the government 
of this institution. 

About this time at Coketon many of the convicts were worked 
in the mines without shoes, and many of them were poorly clad. 
There was also much complaint among the convicts of the task 
system under which they were worked, and of the punishment 
they received, and which they insisted, resulting from the rigors 
of this task system i is this. From two to four convicts are worked 
in a squad, one of whom is an expert miner. The squad is re- 
quired to mine a given quantity of coal. The penalty for a fail- 
ure to get the task prescribed is a floging, unless a good excuse is 
given. The only excuse received is an unavoidable hindrance. 
This is the statement of the convicts, and in the main, we believe 
to be a correct account of the task system. We could not tell 
whether the task was light or heavy. We did not know the ca- . 
pacity of themen. Thesuperintendents insisted on the one hand 
it was light, on the other, the convicts, it was heavy. Some 
squads performed their tasks easily, while others rarely performed 
theirs. The superintendents cannot overlook the convicts to see 
that each man performs his part of the task asssigned. It could, 
therefore, possibly happen an industrious convict might be flogged 
because of the laziness of one or more of the squad, and we be- 
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lieve it has often so happened. This difficulty has always pre- 
sented itself in working convicts in the mines. It will always do 
so, as it is insisted it is the only plan by which convicts ean be 
worked in the mines. There was complaint of the task system 
and the consequent flogging at New Castle also. The beds and 
blankets were filthy, particularly at New Castle. The prisons 
were infested with vermin and not ample for accommodation of 
the convicts, State and county, employed. At Coketon there was 
a hospital fairly equiped. At New Castle there was none. The 
squad worked on the railroad was in a worse condition. They 
were packed in small weather houses. The sick and well together. 
Their clothing and persons were infested with vermin: They sel- 
‘om had vegetable diet. The average number of this squad did 
not exceed 40. Twelve-have died. This was a dreadful condi- 
tion of affairs, resulting, as we believe, from the controversy and 
litigation above alluded to. Under the combined efforts of the 
warden and ourselves, and aided by the public agitation of this 
question, many of the above enumerated evils have been corrected. 
Although the condition of the convicts has been much improved 
during the present year, there is, in our opinion, still occasion and 
much “need of reformation. 

What has been said above of the prisoners ái Coketon and 
New Castle as to uncleaniness and vermin can be said of nearly 
all the prisons except that elsewhere these evils and abuses exist- 
ed in a modified form. It seems that the existence of vermin in 
some form is unavoidable in prison life. The best efforts in. this 
direction only keep them in such subordination as that they shall 
not be a source of annoyance. 

The average number of convicts employed in the mines at Coke- 
ton in the past two years, has been one hundred and ten. Of this 
number seventeen have died. The average number at New Castle 
has been fifty-five and five have died. We do not eharge this 
dreadful death rate solely to the business of mining. It is due partly 
to the neglect of the sick and sanitary laws, and partly, possibly 
largely to working convicts in the mines physically unable to per- 
form such work. To those skilled in and adapted to the work it 
is not more onerous than the requirements in other fields of labor. 
The change from inside the mines to the outside, from warm to 
cold, with damp and often wet clothing on, is a great tax upon the 
health and constitution of the prisoner. If the constitution is strong 
enough to resist these things the work is not too onerous. We 
deduce from this the suggestion that only the best type of men 
sent to the penitentiary should be worked in the mines. The 
weak, feeble and diseased, never. We heartily agree with the war- 
den in his suggestion that convicts should never be employed upon 
railroads. 
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: -On the 30th of September, 1880, the whole number of convicts 
in the penitentiary was five hundred and twenty-two. The aver- 
age for the two years will not exceed five hundred and thirty-one. 
The tabular statement shows sixty-one deaths. We invite atten- 
tion to.table “Z,” which shows the number of convicts employed 
by each contractor, the occupation of the contractor; and the 
the number of deaths occuring at each prison. This table shows 
that two hundred and sixty-five of these convicts are now em- 
ployed on farms. Thisis ‘the average number so-employed for 
the two years, and is about one-half the whole number in prison. 
Of this half, only ten have died. Of the other half, fifty-one have 
died. 

We also invite attention to a similar table, to-wit: Table Y, 
which shows the number of escapes in the past two years. From 
the half employed on the farms, eight have escaped. From the 
other half, there have been eighteen escapes. : 

We have inspected all the prisons . quarterly. Where neglect 
and a disregard of the rules and regulations established for the 
government of officers and contractors prevailed, we have 
inspected as often as twice a quarter. By a free intercourse with 
the convicts and aclose inspection of the prison, we endeavor to 
find out not only the condition of things then existing, but what 
has occurred in our absence. Whatever evils or abuses we have 
discovered we have brought to the attention of the contractors 
and insisted upon their correction and abandondonment. Atevery 
prison now, with the exception of three, there is a hospital for 
the sick moderately comfortable in its equipments. The convicts 
are tolerably well clad and fed, andthe prisons are better 
kept. 

Under the system of delivering convicts to the contractors at 
the. jails, it is impossible for the warden in every instance to class- 
ify the convicts under his contracts. We have at his request in 
many instances classified them. In the discharge of this duty we 
have been very liberal, preferring to underrate rather than over- 
rate the value of the convict. Weinsist that the convicts shall 
be worked according to the classification made. For information 
as to the price and classification of convicts we refer you to the 
warden’s report. 

For information as to the receipts and disbursements of the 
revenue of the penitentiary we refer you to the account appended . 
to this report showing the earnings derived from the convict labor 
under contract and to the warden’s report. From which it will 
‘be seen the total amount of money received from all sources has 
been $64,963 39. Of this sum $50,029 18 has been paid into the 
State Treasury and $14,726 77 has been expended, which shows 
à balance of $207,441 00 due from the warden. Deducting 
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$16,397 64 the amount paid out by the State Treasurer on account 
of the penitentiary, we find the earnings beyond expenses to be 
for the two years $33,838 98 Eighty-five convicts have been 
furnished under the contract between Thomas Williaths and the 
State. The value of these convicts estimated at the rate paid by 
contractors for farm labor is $15,300. This amount added to 
$64,963 36 the total amount of money received shows the capac- 
ity of the penitentiary under the present contracts and with the 
present number of convicts, but for this contract to be $80,262 39 
with net revenue of $49,188 98. 

In the warden’s report will be found a full discussion of the 
present system of working convicts sentenced to the penitentiary, 
He condemns the system and suggests a new one. He has dis- 
played much energy, ability and tack in the administration of his 
duties as warden. He has considerably improved the present 
system. His views are expressed in aclear and forcible manner, 
and are entitled to great weight. We invite your special atten- 
tion to them. ^ l 

We agree that the convicts would be more humanely treated 
if they were under the daily control of the Warden and his 
officers. This can only be done by confining them all in one 
prison. The only field of labor where the whole force can be so 
worked and profitably is the coal fields. We believe that at least 
one-third, possibly one-half, of the convicts in the penitentiary 
ought not to be worked in the coal mines, and cannot therefore 
unite with the Warden in recommending the proposed change. 
We might urge other systems, but do not desire to extend this 
report further. We unite with the Warden in recommending the 
sale of the State farm. We also unite with him in his suggestions 
for a change in the law governing the good conduct of the convict. 

For full information as to the management of hospital and as 
to the sanitary regulations at the walls we refer you to the report 
of the physician. We suggest that this officer be charged with 
the management of the hospitals of all the prisons, so far as 
their equipments and sanitary regulations are concerned. 

If the present system prevails, we suggest that the law requir- 
ing the appointment of a Deputy Warden be repealed. That 
officer, in our judgment, is not essential to the proper manage- 
ment of the penitentiary. If the new system suggested should 
be adopted, a Deputy Warden is a necessary officer. 

For information as to the religious instruction, and suggestions 
as to changes needed in this department, we refer to the two 
reports of the chaplains. The rules require that convicts em- 
ployed outside the walls shall have religious instruction at least 
once each month. This rule has in some instances been complied 
with. In addition to this, the convicts are permitted on the. 
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Sabbath to hold such religious services as they may desire. They 
have also the same privilege at night before the signal is given 
for them to retire. 
For information as to the buildings and grounds we refer to the 
Warden’s report.

As an Inspector 1 see no reason to believe that the controversy 
between the former Warden and the contractors, or the litigation 
between the present Warden and certain contractors, were in any 
way responsible for the bad treatment and neglect of convicts in 
the contractors’ prisons, nor do I feel that it is within the province 
of my official duty to criticise the present system or to suggest a 
new system for the employment of convicts. I concur heartily 
in all that is written in condemnation of the sanitary neglect, 
unnecessary punishment and unreasonable task system which 


obtains in the prisons.

WARDEN’S REPORT. 


To Messrs J. H. Judkins, A. G. Simpson 
and John T. MeDonald : 


GENTLEMEN—I have the honor of submitting herewith the “Sec- 
ond Biennial Report” of this institution, it-being the first of my 
administration, commencing on the first day of October, 1880, and 
ending on the 30th day of September, 1882. 

In submitting this report, it appears necessary to go somewhat 
in to detail, and I therefore crave yourindulgence and beg you to 
believe that a sincere desire to put this institution, and all matters 
pertaining theretoin their true light, is the only motive that moves 
me to the course 1 have decided upon. 

I relieved my predecessor, Col. Bass, on the 3rd day of March, 
1881, and took charge of this institution on that day. I found Capt. 
T. L. Green, Col. Bass’ faithful and efficient Deputy Warden in 
charge, who turned over to me what real and personal property 
belonged to the State. Col. Bass, on retiring from office, carried all 
the books and vouchers, thereby leaving me without any informa- 
tion or data by which to be governed. The books were returned 
about two months afterward, and the vouchers at a later date. 

The Board of Inspectors met, and made an inventory of the per- 
sonal property, for which I gave my receipt. Said inventory is now 
on file in this office, showing the personal property. to have been 
valued at less than $500. 

The buildings are in good repair. The front grounds have been 
enlarged and beautified. That portion of the building where wood 
is used, has been repainted. The verandahs in front have also 
been painted, as well as the yard fencing. We have raised large 
quantities of vegetables of every kind. Our turnip and potato 
crop now is splendid. During the fall of 1881 we built two fish. 
traps in the fallsof the Coosa, near the penitentiary, and ata 
trifling cost. From these traps we have taken large quantities of 
the finest fish; sufficient to give all the convicts fish at least once 
a day, during the fish season. I don’t think there has been a day 
since the first of June, 1881, but what we have given the convicts 
vegetables or fish for dinner. We have not had a serious case of 
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sickness to originate here. One old man died with softening of the 
brain, who had been confined here during the whole of his prison 
life. We venture the assertion that no private residence or yards 
in the State are more cleanly and free from offensive odors than ' 
the Alabama Penitentiary at Wetumpka. I invite you, gentle- 
men, to thoroughly inspect them. 

I now proceed to discussthose branches situated in other por- 
tions of the State, and offer such suggestions in regard to them as. 
to me seems proper. 

Col. Bass delivered tome what purported to be the contracts 
for hire of convicts, made with several persons and companies and 
approved by the Governor, February 4th, 1881. 

After a careful examination of the same, I found the different 
clauses of the contracts so conflicting, and the language se ambig- 
uous, that I decided to submit the matter to Hon. H. C. Tomp- 
kins, Attorney-General, and ask for a written opinion by which to 
be governed. Colonel Tompkins soon furnished me with a con- ` 
struction of the contracts, by which opinion I was governed, and 
out of which grew the long and tedious litigation which followed 
my action, with which you are, of course, familiar. We success- 
fully defended two suits brought by J. W. Comer for the contract- 
ors. While these suits were pending, we were restrained from 
delivering any convicts to parties with whom we had contracted ; 
therefore, had to transport all convictions to the walls, and main- 
tain them for a considerable time without remunerative labor. The 
expenses thus incurred, the expenses consequent to the litigation 
above- mentioned, as well as the high prices paid for supplies of 
every. kind during the two years, enter largely into what appears. 
to be an extravagant outlay for current expenses. 

When the courts declared the contracts void, we made new 
contracts with all parties who held old ones, to expire January 
Ist, 1883, 

The reason for making contracts for one year only, was that 
the Legislature might not be embarrassed in any action they 
might think proper to take, and for reasons that will appear 
further on in this report. 

Since assuming the duties of this office, I have been diligently 
at work, trying to correct the evils and abuses that have found 
their way into our system, greatly impairing its usefulness and 
creating grave doubts as to its future success. 

I found the convicts confined at fourteen different prisons, con- 
trolled by as many persons or companies, and situated at as many 
different places. 

There were, on the 30th day of September, 1880, confined in 
the penitentiary, of all classes and sexes, 540. Of this number 
410 were rated as first-class. On the 30th day of September, 1882, 
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there are, of all classes, 522, of which number but 112 are rated 
as first-class: Of this number Colonel Thomas Williams has 128, 
of whom 75 are first-class. This 75, added to the 172 first-class 
hired at other places, makes a total of 185 first-class hands. There 
are in the walls 38, leaving in the penitentiary, to be hired out, 
361 of all classes. 

Of this number 219 are hired at the mines and mills, and 142 
(these are in addition to those on the Williams farm) are worked 
on farms. These are all classed as foilows : 

No. 1, or first-class, No. 2, No. 3 and “dead heads,” or per- 
sons who are hired out for their maintenance. In the mines and 
mills $12 per month per capita is paid for first-class men, $8 for 
second-class and $4 for third; on the farms $10 for first-class, and 
such prices for others as the Inspectors may agree upon. From 
the above it will be seen that the classification has been greatly 
reduced in two years, thereby considerably reducing the revenue 
of the penitentiary. This falling off in classification is to be 
accounted for partly, first, from the fact that old convicts are 
gradually wearing out; second, the courts are sentencing all able 
bodied convicts to hard labor for the counties, and giving the 
penitentiary the old and feeble, the extreme young, the imbecile 
and the blind, in fact all classes that are able, from their appear- 
ance in court, to arouse the sympathies of court and jury; anda 
third reason comes from what your inspectors are pleased to 
denominate “¿justice to the convict,” believing it better to class 
below than above a man’s ability to perform. In this view of 
the subject I most heartily agree. 

You will see from the tabulated statements herewith submitted, 
that there are only 55 convicts in the penitentiary for whom $12 
per month is paid, and 57 who bring $10, showing the number 
of first-class men to be many times below what it was two years 
ago; if the classification as it existed at that.time had been main- 
tained, the revenue from convict labor would be more than 
double what it now is. It is proper to state here that contracts 
for 1881 were for $8 for first, and $4 for second-class men. 

The present prices have prevailed only since March 1st, 1882. 


PRISONS AND THEIR CONDITION. 


I found the prisons where convicts were confined m most. 
instances totally unfit for the purpose for which they were 
intended. They were built, in most cases, with a view to the 
strictest economy. No regard was had to the important question 
of ventilation, and the prison frequently contained twice as many 
convicts as its dimensions would warrant. They were as filthy, 
as a rule, as dirt could make them, and both prisons and prisoners 
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were infested with vermin. The bedding was totally unfit for 
use. I found that convicts were excessively, and in some 
instances, cruelly punished ; that they were poorly clothed and 
fed; that the sick were neglected, insomuch as no hospitals had 
been provided, they being confined in the cells with the well con- 
victs. The use of dining room furniture, at some prisons, was 
unknown, the men having their meals spread on a bench, or shelf, 
or given them by the cook in their hands. The prisons have no 
adequate water supply, and I verily believe there were men in 
them who had not washed their faces in twelve months. 

In visiting the different prisons, I found the men so much 
intimidated that it was next to impossible to get from them any- 
thing touching their treatment. In this condition I found things 
on my first visit to the prisons. I realized the difficulty at once 
of bringing up the standard to where it would pass muster, where 
the contractor or his hired agents were the instruments through 
whom I had to operate. The question of how to manage con- 
victs by private parties, met me on the very threshold of my 
administration. 

I realized that the Warden and Inspectors had uo power to 
enforce the rules and regulations prescribed for the government ot 
convicts worked outside the walls, where the hired agents of the 
contractor must be relied upon to take care of the State’s interest. 

To expect him to see the rules and regulations prescribed for 
the government of his prison enforced, when said rules come 
directly in conflict with what appears to be his principal’s ` 
interest, is just as reasonable as to expect that the Warden and 
Inspectors will subordinate the State’s interest to that of the con- 
tractors. l 

It is not those things which occur once in a quarter, or that 
come to the knowledge of the State officers through public rumor, 
that make up the abuses at a convict camp, but the every day 
and night occurrences, things of which the Inspector is seldom or 
never informed, and which they have no reliable means of ascer- 
taining. 

We now have 13 prisons where convicts are confined, under as 
many different managements, of course. How can we know 
whether these people are properly treated or no? Can you say 
that their food is good and wholesome, properly prepared and 
decently served? Can you say that they are not worked in the 
rain and mud? Can-you say they are properly cared for when 
sick? Can you say that they are not excessively punished ? Can 
you say the discharged convict is given a decent suit of clothing 
and money to pay his expenses home ? 

These are questions that are continually arising, and relate to 

“every day and night occurrence. How are they to be met and 
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overcome? It-is the first duty of those charged with the enforce- 
ment of prison discipline, to deal with crime, first with 2 view to 
public safety; next to reform and restore the convict. 

How to make the labor of convicts contribute to their support, 
to pay expenses incurred in their prosecution, to reclaim them 
from the error of their ways, and to protect them from those who prey 
upon them during their prison life and after its close, are questions 
that should receive careful attention and great perseverance from 
prison wardens. Jam not one of those who believe it possible 
to reform every man or woman, who may be, for any cause, 
imprisoned in the penitentiary, indeed I am firmly of the opinion 
that our.system makes men and women worse. They are more 
demoralized, and less fit to return to, or enter upon, their social 
duties than when convicted. 

Society is less secure after his return than before his conviction. 
How is it possible to reform a man or woman without first inspir- 
ing self'respect? and how is it possible for him or her to have 
self-respect when rolling in filth, and preyed upon at night by 
vermin to such an extent as to drive him or her mad ? 

I am prepared to demonstrate that our system is a better train- 
ing school for criminals than any of the dens of iniquity that 
exist in our large cities. The first lesson taught is, that the State 
cares nothing for the criminal nor his well being, that the only 
interest felt in him is as to how much money the State and con- 
tractor can jointly realize from his labor. 

The necessary agencies in reforming criminals are, remunera- 
tive labor, discipline properly enforced, cleanliness of the person, 
wholesome food properly prepared, and decently served. You 
_may as well expect to instill decent habits into a hog, as to reform 
a criminal whose habits and surroundings are as filthy as a pig’s. 
To say there are any reformatory measures used at our prisons, 
or that any regard is had to kindred subjects, is to state a false- 
hood. The system is a disgrace to the State, a reproach to the 
civilization and Christian sentiment of the age, and ought to be 
speedily abandoned. It was an experiment, born of necessity at 
the time of its adoption, and was, perhaps, the best that could be 
done, but the time has now passed when the State can plead justi- 
fication. 

The demand for convict labor has grown apace with the rapid 
progress made in the development of our natural resources, and 
with it an opportunity offers itself, which if taken advantage of 
by the State, will work a complete revolution is our convict sys- 
tem, start it upon a career of usefulness, and make it possible to 
apply to it the principles intended by the originators of peniten- 
tiary punishment. 

I know that it is much easier to pull down than to build up, 
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that it is less difficult to point out error, than to apply a remedy, 
but after a careful study of the whole subject, aided by the 
experience of two years, as well as by an opportunity to study 
the results since the adoption of the present system. I am pre- 
pared to submit what I believe to be a much better system, and 
am fully prepared to demonstrate its entire practicability. 


CONVICTS WORKED ON PUBLIC ACCOUNT. 


Before entering on a discussion of the plan I desire to submit, 
it may not be out of place to notice briefly, the subject of work- 
ing convicts on what is known as the “public account? system. 
It has been suggested by some that the convict force of Alabama 
can be successfully and profitably worked at the walls, or that 
the State could mine coal profitably, or engage in some other 
work at a profit. If our prison population consisted of the same 
class of persons to be found in Northern and Eastern prisons, it 
would be possible to work them in the walls of the prison, not 
however on publie account at à profit. In the North and East, 
with whieh prisons some are so fond of comparing our system, 
the inmates are nearly all white, with a trade or some capacity to 
learn one, while with us our prison population is composed largely 
of negroes, who have no capacity beyond a knowledge of the use 
of pick and shovel. A large majority of sentences are of 
short duration, and before they could be taught to produce a 
merchantable article, their sentences expire, besides, to work the 
force in the walls would require a heavy plant in the way of 
machinery and fixtures, as well as a large annual outlay. The 
strongest reason, to my mind, why the State should never engage 
in the manufacture of goods on the “ public account” system, is 
to be found in the fact that a man who has special fitness for the 
duties of. a Warden, is not expected to possess the skill, nor will 
his other duties allow him the time, to make a success of manu- 
facturing, which requires great experience and undivided thought 
and attention, with the inspiration of hope for personal profit. 
A successful manufacturing business is necessarily of slow growth, 
the outcome of business ability, and a well matured plan, carried 
on through years of trial to ultimate success. 

Prison Wardens, especially where their term of office depends 
on the wheel of fortune which revolves every four years are not 
expected to master all the arts of successful manufacture. It 
requires time to develop plans, or a display of business fac- 
ulties. A business that changes hands every four years, especially 
one so complicated as this must necessarily be, must prove a 
failure for want of information and systematic management, the 
outcome of well matured and carefully digested plans in the 
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organization of the system, to say nothing of dishonest officials. 

The same reasons apply to any and all’ work pursued on the 
public account system; hence it is that I insist that to work the 
convict force of Alabama on public account is impracticable, 
and not to be thought of in the final settlement of our convict 
troubles. 


COMPETITION WITH FREE LABOR. 


1t i is argued by some that convict labor ought not to be brou ght 
in competition with free labor. To argue from this standpoint, 
is to prevent all labor by convicts; every man is the competitor 
of another, and the only way to avoid competition resulting from 
convict labor is to hang the convict or support him in idleness. 
The former proposition would be opposed by the civilization of 
the age, while the latter would meet with decided opposition 
from the tax payer. 

To talk about convict labor competing with pone free labor, 
is nothing more nor less than demagoguery. It is nothing but 
sickly sentimentality, that has no part nor parcel in the common- 
sense, every day transactions of life. 

But there are those who say that convicts ought not to be 
employed at'skilled labor, such as mining coal, because it comes 
in competition with free labor. It seems to me that no class of 
our people can stand competition better than the miner, who can 
and does earn from $2.50 to $4.00 per day. 

While it is true that individual interests must be protected, it 
is also true that the State has some rights that must be respected, 
and when it is asserted that convict labor should not compete 
with free labor, because it is hurtful to their interests, the State 
has a right to ask for the proof of such assertions, and if this 
proof is not furnished, has a right to believe that no such proof 
exists, and that the complainant has mistaken the cause of his 
trouble. The time will never be in Alabama, that free labor, 
skilled or unskilled, cannot get work to do that will pay for all 
the bone, muscle and skill employed in it. 

No transitory work, such as railroad building, should be 
engaged in with convicts. The camps are necessarily temporary, 
and thefore unfit for the uses to which they are put. 

The convict is worked in the rain and mud, and is shut up at 
night without a change of clothing. Hospital accommodations 
are always poor, and the exposures necessarily great. 

. All vegetable diet must be purchased, and consequently is not 

furnished in sufficient quantities to prevent those diseases caused 

by an excessive use -of salt meat. The bedding is always 

inadequate, the water supply insufficient, cooking arrangements 
2 
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are mere make-shifts, and as a result the food is improperly 
cooked, and disease and death naturally follow. Convicts must 
have better attention, be better clothed and fed than any other 
class of laborers, or the death rate will be proportionately larger, 
He has not the same inducement to struggle against disease that 
the citizen has, and therefore yields more readily to its ravages. 


THE STATE FARM. 


The lease held by Col. Thomas Williams in the State farm, and 
his contract for one hundred first-class hands, expires on January 
1,1888. I have been somewhat puzzed to understand how it was 
that Col. Bass claims a credit of $12,000 for the services of one 
hundred convicts furnished Col. Williams under this contract, 
during two years prior to September 30, 1880, when his published 
report (pp. 30 and 31) show that the number he had on that date 
to have been only eighty-seven of all classes, and his books show a 
balance due Col. Williams of three thousand days work, to be 
paid in 1881. 

We have been unable to pay up Col. Williams during the years. 
1881 and 1882, to say nothing of balance due January 1, 1881. 

The contract calls for one hundred first-class colored convicts, 
and to have supplied the deficit would have necessitated the 
transportation of at least one hundred and seventy-five colored 
convicts to the penitentiary at a large expense. We get notice 
from the clerk of court that A. B. and C. were convicted; we 
cannot tell whether they are white or colored. If we send for and 
bring them here, it may be that they are white men, and will not 
be received on his contract, so we adopted the plan of sending 
for such as we ascertained to be colored. 

I think the State will be due Col. Williams about fifty convicts 
for one year, at the expiration of his present lease on the first day 
of January, 1888. As his lease will expire on that day it will 
become the duty of the Legislature to make some disposition of 
the State farm. 

Elsewhere in this report I have expressed my -opposition to 
working convicts on public account. I therefore recommend the 
sale of this farm on the most favorable terms possible, and at 
the earliest day. There are about six hundred and fifty acres of 
open land on the farm, of which three hundred is “alluvial” or 
bottom land, these are perhaps as good corn lands, barring the 
dangers from overflows, as can be found in the State. 

It would now cost the Sate at least $15,000 to run the place 
next year. f 

One hundred bales of cotton and ten thousand bushels of corn 
would not pay expenses, counting cotton at fifty dollars per bale, 
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and corn at one dollar per bushel. The prison on the place is 
totally unfit for use, no hospital has ever been used, and both 
would be necessary. It is difficult to get white men to stay 
through the year. 

If convicts could be selected from the miasmatic districts to 
work this farm, they might live through a short sentence, but 
convicts from sections remote from these influences, cannot live 
on the place, and ought not to be put there. The farm could be 
leased for a number of years by hiring convicts to the lessee to 
work it. To which plan there are serious objections. 

Since it must appear, then, that the State made a mistake in 
purchasing the farm, and that to undertake to work it on public 
account would be a mistake no less serious in its results than the 
first, and to lease with convicts to work it, is objectionable for 
reasons above stated, I therefore conclude that the best thing to 
do is to sell on the best terms possible, and this course I respect- 
fully recommend, unless a lease can be effected without convict 
labor as an inducement. 

Having already extended this report beyond what I intended 
at the outset, I now come to discuss the last, and, to my mind, 
the most important branch of the subject. Having, as I believe, 
shown that the trouble with the convict business is largely due to 
the fact that the prisons and their management must, under the 
present system, be under the exclusive control of the contractor, 
or his hired agent, and having insisted that the abuses complained 
of cannot be overcome under the present system, it is but proper 
that I should suggest a remedy, or at least what appears to my 
mind as being a solution of the difficulty. 

Ist. linsist that the convict force of Alabama must be worked 
under the immediate supervision of the Warden. 

2nd. That the Warden should have full power to direct the 
details. 

This can only be done by a concentration of the convicts to one 
prison, and as it seems clear that this cannot be done in the walls 
at We tumpka, we must do the next best thing, or rather that 
which is nearest to it. We must move the organization from 
Wetumpka to other walls built with a view to accommodating the 
whole convict force. 

I have prepared a plan for a prison that will comfortably hold 
six hundred prisoners, with hospital, bath house, female apart- 
ments, dining hall, guard quarters, bakery, cook room, &c., die, 
This prison, as you will see by the plan and specifications herewith 
snbmitted, has six cell rooms on the ground floor, four of which 
are 80x24 ‘feet, and.two 80x82 feet. Being a two story building, 
twelve cells the size above mentioned are provided for the male 
convicts. This will give room for six hundred berths, or sleeping 
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quarters for six- hundred men. These cells are so arranged as 
to have water closets to each, and from a three thousand gallon 
tank, represented in the front elevation, a plentiful supply of 
water will constantly flow through them, insuring perfect cleanli- 
ness, and ridding the prison of that disagreeable odor produced by 
excrements retained in tubs during the night. A rubber hose 
will connect this tank with each cell, to supply water for all pur- 

poses and to extinguish fire in case ‘of accident. This prison is 
well ventilated by large windows crossed with iron bars. The 
bath houses contain ninety bath tubs, large enough to admit 
the entire person. The hospital is removed from the main brild- 
ing, and is S0x24 feet, properly ventilated and furnished. The 
female cell is also disconnected from the main building. 

The upper, or third cell, as represented in the front. elevation, 
is 72x45 feet, and is divided into two apartments; one for white 
and one for colored prisoners. These cells are denominated 
“reward cells,” to which the prisoner is to be advanced when, 
by his good conduct and general deportment, he gives satisfactory 
evidence of reformation, and an earnest desire to lead a new and 
better life. 

There can be no doubt but that a very large proportion of con- 
victs can be reformed if properly treated. Crime in one sense is 
a moral disease, to cure which, proper remedies must be applied. 
The same treatment for all classes of criminals will not answer the 
purpose. The Warden should be able to properly reward good 

conduct and to adequately punish bad. 

Great prudence should be observed in the punishment of con- 
victs, for there is no class of people who smart worse under unjust 
treatment than the convict, and none who understand better why 
it is necessary to punish the offender. I have never yet known 
a man to complain of a merited punishment, but on the other 
hand, I know men inour prison who will serve out their sentence 
and go out into the world with malice in their hearts against the 
State, and, indeed, all mankind, because they known they have 
been improperly treated and unjustly punished. 

These “reward cells” should be more comfortably furnished 
than the others. A small library of suitable reading matter 
sheuld be kept in them for the use of those who can read. 

I have been astonished at the eagerness with which convicts 
who can read seek after books and papers. It must be a source 
of great comfort to them to be permitted to spend the hours 
between dark and bed time, and on Sunday, in reading some good 
and wholesome book or paper. Beside the pleasure afforded the 

‘convict, and the relief to his mind, nothing could be more reforma- 
tory in its tendencies, 

Under our present system white and colored prisoners must 
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necessarily be confined in the same cells. White women who are 
sentenced to the penitentiary for living in adultery with negroes, 
must of necessity occupy the same cell with negro women, 
having them for their most intimate companions, and I suspect, 
frequently sleeping on the same bed with them. Do you expect 
that white woman to be reformed ? Will she go out into the world 
cured of her disease by the treatment administered to her by the 
State. or will she become a greater criminal and more abandoned 
than before her conviction? The State has no moral right to 
contaminate her citizens; to force them into associations that 
will demoralize and make them less fit for the duties of citizen- 
ship than before their conviction ? 

The plan proposed by me will make, I think, a more comfort- 
able, and much better arranged prison than the one which we 
now have at Wetumpka. 

The Warden’s office should be at the prison, and he should per- 
sonally supervise the whole business, He can then prevent many 
of the abuses, if not all, that now make us ashamed of our convict 
system. The State should employ a competent physician, at a 
salary sufficient to command his entire time if necessary. Each 
prisoner should be examined cn his arrival at the prison and his 
work assigned him by the physician. A large per cent. of the 
convicts received at the prison need medical treatment before 
being assigned work of any kind, and the absence thereof often 
produces permanent disability, sometimes death. Men who have 
been confined in jail for months are unfit for labor until accus- 
tomed to it by degrees. Numbers are affected with rheumatism ; 
there are no external indications of it, and (he convict is said to 
be “playing sick.” It requires an expert to diagnose these 
cases properly, and in the absence of such, the convict often suf- 
fers great wrong. 

In connection with the prison, a farm should be cultivated by 
those whom the physician may direct, and vegetables raised 
thereon for the use of the prison. 

This prison could be built at a cost of about $18,000, and if the : 
law authorized the hiring of convicts for ten years, there would 
be no difficulty in finding contractors who would hire the whole 
force to be worked together under this system in a coal mine ; the 
contractor to build the prison, free of expense to the State, and 
pay hire for the convicts at the rate of twelve dollars, eight dollars, 
and four dollars per month, for first, second, and third classes, as 
determined by the inspectors, and support the deadheads free of 
expense to the Sate. This would relieve the State of the entire 
expense of the institution at Wetumpka, and the whole income, 
except the salary of the Warden, physician and clerk, would be 
clear profit to the State, and even ata much less rate for the 
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convict labor, the yield would be much lar ger than under the 
present system. 

With the above suggestions put into operation, it will be possible 
to elevate the system z ibove just criticism, but so long as the con- 
victs are, as now, scattered all over the State, with cheap men 
and reckless boys as superintendents and guards who are the 
servants of the contractor and recognize no other authority, so 
long it Kéi remain a disgrace to the State. 

It will be said this plan will create a monopoly of convict labor, 
and prevent men with small means from competing for it, 1 ap- 
prehond that a complete answer to this charge is to be found in 
ihe fact that the State does not propose to create a labor supply for 
a d 1 atar ves who are willing to make money out of the misiortunes 
oF 5 5i dowmen, W ithout even a €, Are to better their future con- 
Su it isnot the business of the State to inquire who will be ben- 
~ittcd oriujured by the change, but her sole duty in the premises is 
to take cure of herself a end the convicts. If this ean. be done more 

> uy the plan now proposed, if the interest of the State 
Midis fhe convict is to be advanced thereby, thenthe State can- 
llo stop to inquire what the effect will be on any man 
OP COE aay, 


If this system is adopted, I have no hesitancy in saying that the 
couth cats ean and will be reduced fully one-half, that the number 
Of escapes will be reduced by two-thirds, the standard of treat. 
ueni und comfort of convicts elevated to a proper point, and the 
revenue from convict labor increased. 

The law regulating commutation of time for good couduct 
vdght te le so andad as to let each vear stand for itself, As the 
iaw uow is, once bad, always bad, when a a person by any means 
mes gets a bad report, there is no inducement held out to him for 
zs Leonenet. A ten-year man may have bad conduct for the 

year, and for that offence stands barred from receiving any 
sent from this law, Again. in many instances, a man becomes very 
usel to his contractor after serving several years, and it might be 
du very slight offence would induce the contractor to give him 
i EC ut thereby retaining his man one or two years longer. 
iguldition to this commutation of time, it seems to me that a 
l abiowance from the maz's earnings ought to be paid him on 
isehuigo. For instance, a man serves the State five years, 
earning $150 per year, or $750 for the whole time; would it not 
be gral inducement ‘to him to conduct himself properly, and 
labor cheerfully, if he understands that $1.00 per month would 
be paid io him on his discharge. This would amount to $60.00, 
and with tuis sum in his pocket he would go out into the w orld 
much more hopeful, and with less excuse for the commission of 


mother crime, for the punishment of which he might be returned 
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to the penitentiary. This payment should, of course, be condi- 
tional on good conduct, and amount paid regulated by the amount 
earned. I feel certain that many men who now are classed very 
low, would be found working their way to a higher standard. 


"HARD LABOR. e 


It is not my business to discuss the “ hard labor” systrm, only 
| $0 far as it affects this institution. 

The courts frequently sentence parties to hard labor for terms 
varying from one to five years, and at the same term of court 
sentence them to the penitentiary, always ordering ihat the 
county sentence shall be served first, and at the expiration of the 
county sentence the convict be delivered to the Warden to serve the 
State sentence. The result is, the clerks fail to notify us at the 
proper time, or if they do send transcript of the docket they say 
“A. B. was sentenced to the penitentiary, said sentence to com- 
mence at expiration of his sentence to hard labor for the county,” 
without stating when the county sentence expires or where the 
convict is confined. . 

County convicts frequently serve out their time and are dis- 
charged before we get notice that they are to serve à sentence 
in the penitentiary. 

They sometimes escape or die, and the contractor makes no 
report to us, as he has no means of knowing that the man is to 
be turned over to us. We have a number of such cases on our 
books. It seems to me proper that the Legislature should care- 
fully investigate the hard labor system, it works badly. ‘The 
penitentiary system is bad enough, but that practiced. by the 
counties is not entitled to the name of system. I would like to 
give the Legislative Committee charged with the investigation of 
this subject some data on which to base their investigations. 

Tables showing the receipts and disbursements for the two 
years ending September 30th, 1852, are herewith submitted: 
$50,029.18 has been paid into the State treasury. Of this 
amount Col. Bas paid in on retiring from office $10,029.18. 
$14,726.77 have been expended. Of this amount Col. Bass 
expended $4,195.48 during the five months intervening between 
September 30th, 1880, and March 1st, 1881. 

Your attention is called to tables A B C and D for information 
regarding the financial condition of the institution. 

The death list is the most unsatisfactory showing of any made. 
I need not discuss the causes, they are apparent and every one 
can understand why itis so. There is no excuse for the number 
of escapes reported, they are the results of carelessness and over- 
confidence. 
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For information touching the medical department, you are 
referred to the report of Dr. R. M. Cunningham, which will, I 
think, prove satisfactory and instructive. 

As to the religious instructions and privileges extended, you 
have the report of the Chaplain, Rev. H. C. Taul, and of his 
associate, Rev. J. B. Anderson. 

To you, gentlemen, and to all the officers connected with the 
penitentiary, I return thanks for uniform courtesy and kindness.

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OHAPLAIN'S REPORT FROM SEPTEMBER 30, 1880, TO 
MARCH 1, 1882. 


To the Board of Inspectors of the Alabama Penitentiary. 


GENTLEMEN: Ihave the honor of submitting this, my second 
report on the moral and religious state of the Alabama Penitenti- 
ary. And, you will please do me the kindness, to allow me, in 
the beginning, to explain the first part of my first report as pub- 
lished in the Biennial Report of 1880, which reads as follows: 
“I am pleased to know that I have the honor and satisfaction of 
reporting to you that, after much thought and careful investiga- 
tion, we have come to the conclusion that the present systein is as 
good as can be effected forthe spreading of Scriptural Holiness, 
the purifying of characters, the elevation of morals, the edifica- 
tion of souls, and for the preparation for the future and eternal 
destiny among and for the convicts of the State Prison.” 

The point which I wish to explain is, that, by incorporating 
these words in my report, I had a direct allusion, and oniy that, 
to the “present system” within the walls of the Penitentiary. 
Which opinion as afore stated, and, herein explained, I do not 
intend to change, alter, modify or retract. But, simply desire to 
give an explanation of the first paragraph of my former report, 
in order, that the statements which are made in this report may 
not seem acontradiction. Thesystem within the walls for afford- 
ing religious instruction to the convicts is under the circumstance 
as good ascan be effected. Wehave divine services every Sab- 
bath, and visit and pray with the sick ; and with the assistance of 
Col. Bankhead, the present warden, we have purchased a good 
supply of suitable books for the use of the prisoners. The warden 
attends the services almost every Sabbath and has done all in his 
power to promote their religious welfare; we have also been 
assisted by his inestimable wife, who has visited the hospital and ` 
read the Scriptures to the sick and dying, and ministered to them 
in their temporal wants. But,there are only thirty-eight (38) 
out of five hundred and twenty-two convicts within the walls. 
Four hundred and eighty-four of these prisoners are scattered 
among the thirteen (18) camp prisons erected by the various 
contractors. This puts nearly all of the State convicts in such 
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circumstances that neither the Warden nor Chaplain nor any 
other man can see to the proper religious instruction to which 
any prisoner is entitled. It is true, that these contractors or 
most of them at least have preaching occasionally to their con- 
victs, but, this is not all they are entitled to, for they should have 
preaching and religious instruction every Sabbath and when sick 
and dying, their spiritual interests, above all, should be looked 
after. Horrible thought! That the State or any of its officers 
should be held responsible for a single soul lost. Hence the 
necessity for religious instruction. Then gentlemen, we are all 
bound to admit that the religious and moral training, and the 
efforts to edify immortal souls and elevate the character of poor 
frail humanity is a question of greatest magnitude. It is a ques- 
tion not debatable. You admit it. The Governor and other of- 
ficers of the State admit it. God commands it and who dares to 
oppose it. Every man, woman and child in Alabama, unless a 
brute in their natures, would vote to have religion preached to 
every creature. On the Paradise of earth whose Eden’s flowers 
first bloomed and the fruits ripened on trees planted by the 
Hand Omnipotent; in the midst of such scenery so grand and 
sublime, where law was first violated, the promise of Salvation 
was made for every man. The question of Salvation is one 
which burdened the smoke of the first altar fires kindled on the 
unpeopled earth as it slowly curled heavenward. Holy men and 
prophets moved by the Spirit of God, wrote and spoke about it. 
“God so loved the world that He gave His only begotten Son 
that whosoever believeth in Him should not perish but have ever- 
lasting life.’ The promise was fulfilled, and the plan of human 
redemption was inaugurated by the sufferings and death of Jesus 
Christ, who before He ascended into Heaven, gave the command: 
“Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature, 
he that believeth shall be saved, but he that believeth not shall 
be damned.” * How can they believe except they hear, and how 
can they hear without a preacher, and how can they preach 
except they be sent,” is the language of Holy Writ. Now, the 
question is, shall the State of Alabama be guilty of the awful 
crime of becoming a stumbling block in the way of any immortal 
soul’s Salvation: This, I say, and I say it in the fear of God, 
that the State of Alabama in her conduct, since the present sys- 
tem was introduced, toward the unfortunate victims who have 
been doomed to suffer the penalties of broken laws, has been a 
hinderence to the religious instruction and moral reformation of 
her own convicts. The idea of a Penitentiary is not to give fat. 
enterprises to a few men and swell the treasury of the State, but 
to reform and elevate the moral lives of our erring fellow crea- 
tures. This state of affairs must not exist. It cannot. The 
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Almighty fiat has gone out. Though God is patient and long- 
suffering, yet, He has written in letters of fire, “Vengeance is 
mine and I will repay, saith the lord.” He waited long on the 
Antideluvians but at last sent the flood; He waited ‘patiently 
with Pharoah and sent plague after plague, but finally slew the 
first born of Egypt; He bore with the Canaanites four conturies, 
but in an unexpected hour it is made desolate and Jericho is 
burned. 

This neglect of, and cruelty to convicts may go on for a time yet, 
but sooner or later curses of Almighty God will be showered 
down upon the proud commonwealth. Unless the present sys- 
tem is changed, the Judge of all the earth will see that retribu- 
tive Justice is meted in due season to the State of Alabama. Un- 
der the present modus operandi, the Alabama Penitentiary, as a 
reformatory institution is one of the grandest farces, and one of 
the most sublime humbugs that human intelligence could possi- 
bly imagine. The whole of the present regime is a palpable 
falsehood, and the State Penitentiary is itself a lie. The records 
show that there are now sixty-two white males, five white females, 
thirty-three colored females and four hundred and twenty-two 
colored males, making a total of five hundred and twenty-two 
penitentiary convicts in the State of Alabama. Out of this num- 
ber but thirty-eight are kept within the walls. For these thirty- 
eight, most of whom are cripples, women and children who can 
practically do nothing, the State of Alabama has a Warden at a 
salary of $2,000, a Deputy Warden at a salary of $1,000. Three 
Inspectors, at a salary of $250 each (and travelling expenses), a 
Clerk at a salary of $750, a Physician ata salary of $500, a Chap- 
lain at a salary of $300, a Turnkey at a salary of $300, three 
guards at a salary of $250 each, making a total number of twelve 
men, at salaries aggregating $6,350 annually, and the travelling 
expenses of Inspectors, which makes it in round numbers $8,000 
per annum. This amount is paid to twelve men every year to 
watch over, and keep under their fostering care thirty-eight puny 
convicts of whom all told,could hardly make their daily bread. 
Then argue you, that the present government of this prison is not 
a Cheat anda falsehood so far as moral principle is involved, 
which is the principle by which States are organized, and nations 
are governed. No man, no State is fit to make or handle laws 
whose moral principles are unsound. 

It is true, however, that the Inspectors look after all convicts, 
or at least we suppose they do, but they make their quarterly 
visits to the various camps and auxiliary penitentiaries, but what 
‘does this profit the morals of these victims, whose souls are per- 
ishing for the word of life, and as fast as pick can dig them, and 
spade can shovel them, and cart can haul them, they are being 
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rushed down to hell. The Warden’s office under the present sys- 
tem is the only important one, and the only one absolutely 
necessary. The convicts within the walls are all “ ¢rusties,” but 
one or two, and why not hire them out and swing the doors 
wide open! 

Now, gentleman, I insist that the only way to solve this problem 
of moral and religious training of convicts is to bring them all 
together, either within the walls, or at some other proper place, 
where the Warden should be compelled by law, to directly watch 
over them, administer. discipline, and see to their moral elevation 
and spiritual welfare. Let the Warden award the convicts for 
good conduct and punish them for bad conduct. As it is, how 
can men be reformed when they are driven all day and part of 
the night through water, mud, rain and cold, and that without 
change of apparel, made to lie down on bunks full of filth and 
vermin? The man convicted of manslaughter, and oftimes 
in self-defence, committed the deed is made to sleep in the same 
berth with him who is guilty of cold blood murder, adultery, rob- 
bery or rape. Besides their Sabbaths at some places are allowed 
to be spent in card playing or throwing “five-corn” for their 
tobacco and such like, Thus they are left in their disgrace to go 
down to perdition. I dare say that nine out of every ten when 
discharged are meaner men than when their names were entered 
upon the prison register. 

Who is responsible ? Again, I say, who is responsible? Shall 
the State of Alabama, when she hears the thunders of the 
rumbling battering-rams of the Last Day be found selling human 
souls for gold ? 

But some metaphilosopher will say the convicts are nearly all 
negroes and that a negro cannot be reformed. This is false. For 
they can be educated mentally, morally and religiously. Some of 
their race have gone up from slavery to the legislative halls of 
our land and to the Bishopric of the Church of God on earth. 
They have souls and must be saved or lost. And the State of 
Alabama has no right to oppress her unfortunate and guilty and 
imprisoned subjects to that extent which deprives them of one 
single opportunity to reform. There should be a graded school, 
-good books and literature and Scriptural lessons and preaching 
the Gospel to take up and employ their entire time on the Holy 
Sabbath Day. This can only be done systematically and satisfac- 
torily when the convicts are brought together and put under the 
direct supervision of one man. Bring them together and compel 
the Chaplain to do this Sunday work and doubtless he will gladly 
do it without the enforcement of law. To bring them to the 
walls seems to be impractible, therefore, the plan suggested and 
drawn up by Warden Bankhead is both feasible and practicable 
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and I would most earnestly recommend it to you for your favor- 
able consideration, and to the people of the State, and to the 
members of the approaching legislature, and to His Excellency 
tbe Governor of the State of Alabama. 
With thanks to you, and to the Warden and his officers for cour-

Inspectors Alabama Penitentiary : 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to herewith submit my report as 
Chaplain of Alabama State Prison. By an arrangement of long 
standing the labor and remuneration therefor is divided between 
the three pastors in this city, one of the number being recognized 
as Chaplain, the others as associates. Having received the ap- 
pointment this year, I have endeavored to discharge the duty as 
best I could; the other gentlemen, assuming equal responsibility, 
have done their whole duty. 

One of us has visited the prison every Sabbath afternoon, and 
preached to those confined there, and every way tried to exert 
over them an influence for good, believing that even a convict 
may by God’s help reform his life, and live for some good pur- 
pose; and above all, hoping to point them to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who is able and willing to pardon the sinner and save the 
soul. In the discharge of our duties we have met with cordial 
sympathy and help of all the officers connected with the prison. 

We suggest that the hall of worship in the prison should be 
improved by making the seats more comfortable, erecting a decent 
pulpit, and putting blinds to the windows. 

We think, also, that a small sum of money should be put in 
the hands of the Chaplain, or other proper person, to be invested 
in books and periodicals for the use of prisoners, for their moral 
improvement and for their diversion from despondency whenever: 
they have leisure, or may be too unwell for duty. 

We think that some arrangement shonld be made to provide 
for the support of the wives and children or others dependent 
upon the labor of the men in prison for a suppcrt. A portion at. 
leastof his earnings might be appropriated by the State for the 
relief of these unfortunate people. We have heard of some 
cases of abject suffering of this class of people. . 

. So far as our information goes, those prisoners outside the walls, 
in mines, and on plantations, are sadly neglected, so far as all 
moral and religious instruction are concerned. Believing as we 
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- do that the object of the law is to reform, not to punish the. priso- 
ner, we think that something should be done for them in this 
direction; and instead of so much effort to make the prison a 
paying institution, make it a means of reforming the prisoner as 
well.

PHYSICIAN'S REPORT. 


ALABAMA PENITENTIARY, 
October 18th, 1882.. 
To the Honorable Board of Inspectors of the 
Alabama Penitentiary : 


GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to hereby submit to you my 
report as physician of the Alabama Penitentiary, in which 
capacity I have acted since March 28th, 1881, until the present 
date. I have tabulated all the cases treated in the hospital of 
the Alabama Penitentiary from March 28th, 1881, to September 
3rd, 1882, inclusive. 

I invite your careful attention to the above table, which contains 
the name, sex,. age, color, condition in life, ¢. e. married or single 
occupation prior to conviction, time of conviction, date of admission 
to hospital, name of the disease, complications, date of dischargefrom 
hospital and the result. Also the name of the contractor, when ad- 
mitted from outside of the walls. Those admitted to hospital that be- 
longed to the walls, ¿. e., had been in the walls for some time or that 
came here from the jails sick are marked under the heading, 
« From,” “Walls.” When I took charge of the medical depart- 
ment of the Alabama Penitentiary I adopted a new system of 
recording the cases treated in the hospital, that is, I kept a 
record df the cases in full under the following heads, to-wit: 
* Personal History,” “Chemical History,” “Physical Signs,” 
* Diagnosis,” and “Treatment.” By this means a record of the 
actual condition of the patients when received was made. 1 
have not kept this record in all the cases treated, but only in all 


the cases of importance. Should you, or any one else desire to 


examine this record, you can readily do so by referring to the 
number on the table of cases treated which correspond to the 
number on the hospital book. 1 do not wish to be understood 
that 1 have kept a daily record, recording all the minor features 
of the cases, but a record only of the most salient Features. - l 

Some of the cases, although marked “admitted to hospital,” 


were not confined to hospital beds, but were merely treated as 
3 , 
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“out-door” patients, e. g., some of the cases of constipation, 
intermittent fever, stricture, dc. Again, under the head “ com- 
plications,” are not included the more or less permanent diseases 
with which the patient may be afflicted, unless it have a hearing 
on the prognosis or treatment of the case. 

There have been treated one hundred and twenty-two cases, of 
which eighty-five belonged to the walls; six were admitted di- 
rectly from the jails and thirty-one from contractors. Of the cases 
admitted from the walls, the majority were more or less disabled 
or diseased from long standing ailments, e. g., congenital asthma, 
heart disease, piles, ‘ulcers, rheumatism, stiff- joints, de, In this 
last calculation are not included those cases which were sick 
while confined in the walls after their conviction until they were 
hired out, but those mostly which are classed “ dead heads.” 

Of the cases belonging to the walls there have been one death. 
“Of the cases admitted from the jails, none. Of the cases admit-- 
ted from contractors, seven. 


The following are the diseases treated in the cases that belonged 
to the walls, to-wit:  Intercostal neuralgia, 1; hemorrhoids, 1; 
subacute bronchitis, 3; malarial cuchoxin, 1; constipation, 6; 
chronic chilblains, 1; onichia simplex, 1; mumps, 2; intermittent 
fever, 32; ; dysentery, 14; diarrhoea, 2; : urethral stricture, 2; cholera 
morbus, 2; tonsilitis, 1; neuralgia, 5; indolent ulcer, 1; sprained 
ankle, 1; mitral insufficiency, with dropsy, 1; pharyngitis, 1; con- 
genital asthma, 1; softening brain, 1; suppression of menses, 1; 
pernicious intermittent fever, 1; pelvic-celulitis, 1; chronic 


nephrites, 1; muscular rheumatism, 1; acute rheumatism, 1. For 


name of patients, date, complications, etc., see table.

nephritis, 2; chronic pleuritis, 1; intermittent fever and stricture, 
1; pneumonia, 1; eezema pustulosa, 1; axe wound with erysipelas, 
1; articular and muscular rheumatism, 2 : old gun shot wound, 1;

Most of the above cases were complicated by some other 
malady, which you can ascertain by refering to the table. 

It will be apparent to you that there is a vast difference in the 
mortality of cases admitted from the walls and those admitted 
from the contractors—in the first a little over one per cent. and 
in the latter nearly twenty-five per cent. The cause of this dis- 
parity can be readily explained by comparing the diseases of the 
two classes of patients. Of those belonging to the walls we have 
not had but three or four bad or serious cases. The most of the 
cases being dysentery (mostly in the year 1881), and intermittent 
fever. In explanation of the dysentery, there was during the 
spring and summer of 1881, a decided epidemic of that disease 
throughout this locality, and of the latter, it is well known that 
this locality is decidedly malarious—conditions which no one can 
help. It must be remembered also that most of the convicts that 
remain at the walls permanently, are more or less diseased from 
some chronic trouble. There has not been, in my humble opinion, 
a single case of sickness in the walls attributable to bad hygiene 
or to preventable cause. A careful perusal of the table will con- . 
firm this opinion. E 

Almost all of the cases brought here from contractors were 
serious cases, as an examination of the table and hospital book 
will demonstrate. I herein submit to your honorable board a 
synopsis of the principal features of the cases that have died. 
(See report of death cases.) lI am not personally familiar with 
the hygienic surroundings of the various convict camps, nor with 
the management of the- convicts in said camps, therefore I shall 
not attempt to explain the causation of the diseases admitted from 
outside the walls; basing my opinion on the treatment of. the con- 
victs thus situated, but would state in general terms that some of 
the cases admitted here could have been prevented. 


In my diagnosis and treatment of cases brought here I have 
to rely entirely up:n the symptoms, physical signs, and what lit- 
tle I can get out of the patient, inasmuch is a statement or his- 
tory of the cases is never sent by those having had the case in 
charge previously. Some of them were out of their head when 
admitted, and others cannot of course be relied on. These cir- 
cumstanccs are often temporising. Something ought to be done to - 
remedy it. .Most of the history obtained was directly from the 
patients themselves, and in this way mistakes may have been 
made as to the time of their sickness, the treatment that had 
been adopted, &c. I had'nó other data upon which to base my 
diagnosis, prognosis and treatment. -` 

Without endeavoring to point out the pathological conditions 
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of this class of cases, I desire to call your attention to some hy- 
gienic points. As a rule they looked like they had not washed 
themselves or their clothing in months. They were frequently 
covered with lice. Some of them had defecated on themselves, 
apparently, for sometime. In short, cleanliness was a stranger 
to their persons. 

Some of those brought here from contractors should not have 
been removed on account of their serious condition. Two of them 
being almost in articulo mortis when admitted to hospital. To 
demonstrate this it will be seen by reference to the death list that 
two died on the third, and one on the second day after their ad- 
mittance. To an uninterested party it would seem that they were 
sent here to die. In fact one was supposed to have consumption, 
but the physical diagnosis and post mortem proved him to have 
pneumonia. 

The most of the cases admitted from contractors were very 
sick, apparently, hopeless. If the patient’s statements are to be 
relied on, the wrong diagnosis had generally been made. To illus- 
trate, one came here believing himself to have a potal heart dis- 
ease, when physical examination showed his heart to be perfectly 
sound, and that his real disease was a pneumatic affection of the 
pectoral muscles. He was discharged after a few days, and went 
off to work. | 

There can be no doubt that some of these rheumatic scurvy 
cases, although apparently cured, are more or less permanently 
disabled. 

In regard to the managementof the convicts in the walls, Ican 
see nothing amiss. The Warden and his subordinates have done 
all in their power to promote the welfare of the convicts under 
their charge. In fact, if any complaint is at all admissable it is 
that too much leniency is shown them. During the summer sea- 
son they have plenty of vegetables. Occasionally fish, the latter 
constant during the spring; coffee once a day, and part of the 
time milk. 

The hospital is supplied with every thing necessary for the wel- 
fare of the patients. Inconclusion, should you desire any further 
information on any subject not herein mentioned, you are at lib- 
erty and requested to ask, and if in my power to inform, you 
shall receive.

CASE NO. 1. 


Thomas Cooper, (Colored.). Admitted to Hospital May the 
30th 1881, age, 22. From Comer’s. Had been in bad health for 
four months, complaining of pain in knees and thighs. Present 
condition: Patient comparatively well nourished, flex or muscles 
of thigh and leg contracted, a general muculated eruption all over 
the body. Pulse weak, fast and small, much debility, diffculty 
in breathing, semi-rational. But an imperfect history could only be 
obtained. _ Physical signs: heart enlarged, fibroid pneumonia 
lower lobe of right lung. The enlargement of the heart and the 
fibroid disease of the lung, had existed evidently a long time. 
The lesions were undoubtedly due to syphilis. Remote cause of 
death, tertiary syphilis. Immediate cause of death, apoplexy or 
edema of the lungs. Died June 2d, 1881, 


CASE NO. 2. 


Robt. Commander, age 34. From Armstrong’s. Admitted to 
hospital on July 2d, 1881. Had been more or less sick since May. 
Could not obtain a perfect history of case. Patient much emaci- 
ated. Surface covered with pustular sores. Great exhaustion, 
much díficulty in breathing. Physical signs denote solidificution : 
of upper lobe of the right lung. Remote cause of death, syphilis 
(doubtful), pneumonia and intermittent fever. Immediate cause, 
heart clot. (Post mortem confirmed the diagnosis). Died July 
ord, 1881. . 


CASE NO. 3. 


Anderson Rush. Walls. Age 62. Had been in bad health 
for some time. Suffering from dyspnoea on exercise. Very des- 
pondent. Physical diagnosis of thoracic organs negative. Com- 
` plained of no well defined symptoms. Was admitted to hospital 
August 14,1881. Cause of death, softening of brain due to cerebral 
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embolism. There were never any well defined symptoms in this 
case but from the history a conjectural diagnosis was made. 


CASE NO. 4. 


Aaron Duncan, (colored.) Admitted to hospital September the 
16th, 1881. From Armstrong’s. Had been sick for several weeks. 
Cause of death (remote). Scurvy and acute articular rheuma- 
tism. Immediate cause of death, edema of the lungs, caused by 
endo corditis. The above case was almost hopeless when received, 
but, had it not been for the “immediate cause of death” being 
developed, he might have recovered. Died September 18th, 1881. 


CASE NO. 5. 


" "Luke Jernigan, age 24. Admitted to hospital on the 18th of 
September, 1881. From Thornton’s. Had been sick for some 
time. Couid give but an imperfect account of himself. The his- 
tory was one of typhoid fever, complicated by sloughing ulcers on 
various parts of the body, some of which contained magots. 
There was also theombosis of the left femoral vein. Cause of 
death, exhaustion. This patient was hopeless from the time of 
his admission. Died September the 30th, 1881. 


CASE NO. 6. 


Green Nutt, (colored), age, 74. Admitted to hospital October 
10th, 1881. From McCurdy’s. Had been in bad health for some 
time. Remote cause of death, chronic nephritis (large white kid- 
ney), immediate cause of death, uraemia. Died October the 27th, 
1881., 


CASE NO. 7. 
| 
Arthur Hill, (colored), age 35. Admitted to hospital June 6th, 
1882. From Williams’. Chronic nephritis, (cerhotic kidney). 
Immediate cause of death, apoplexy. This patient had had drop- 
sical symptoms for some time. Died June 25th, 1882. 


CASH NO. 8. 


Caleb Littlejohn, (colored), age 19. Admitted to hospital July * 
21st, 188i. From Jackson's. Had been sick some time. Great 
emaciation. Hydroperitoneum. Chronicdysentery. The history 
was one of tertiary syphilis. Melancholic well marked. Would 
eat but little. There was also an old urethral stricture. (This, 
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however, had nothing to do with his death). A large tumor 
between rectum and bladder, producing stricture of the rectum 
(extra rectal variety). This was probably a gamma or syphilitic 
tumor and caused the dysenteric complication. Cause of death, 
(remote). Tertiary syphilis affecting liver, peritoneum (?) and 
-other internal organs, and (immediate) exhaustion superinduced 
by melancholiac and dysentery. Died August 15th, 1882.
